sealed off to traffic and 
pedestrians throughout 
Sunday as a major 
crimes unit investiga¬ 
tion got underway with 
officers calling door to 
door and also talking to 
friends and relatives of 
those arrested. 

Police were called to 
a flat in Bath Street, 
close to the bus station, 
at around 8am on Sun¬ 


day morning, with offi¬ 
cers, some of them 
armed, called in to 
help. 

The area is mainly of 
terraced houses, many 


sub-divided into private 
rental flats.

• TELL us a bit more about yourself...

I 
think that a book is only "old" if you've read it and 
my job is nothing more than putting the right book 
in the hands of the right person. I don't believe 
there is any such thing as a reluctant reader, only 
someone who hasn't found the right book yet. 



• WHY did you decide to move to the area? 

I decided to move back to the UK because I honestly 
couldn't stomach another election cycle; we get a 
little bit of it here, but it is non-stop over there, even 
in a liberal stronghold like the Bay Area and the tone 
of the discourse is so ugly, and only likely to get 
more misogynistic the closer Hillary gets to the 
democratic nomination. I decided to move to Brid¬ 
port because there was a lovely little bookshop for 
sale. I visited briefly before deciding, and my hus¬ 
band agreed to move here sight unseen. Neither 
one of us is regretting the rather spontaneous deci¬ 
sion, we've both fallen in love with West Dorset.

Lewis' econ books; Charlie Higson's Zombie series 
for teens; Pride and Prejudice and Good Omens go on 
any list I'm doing at any time so we can add those 
in. I loved Elizabeth is Missing by Emma Healey and 
I'd Tell You I love You But Then I'd Have To Kill You by 
Ally Carter. The Book Thief was a profound and vis¬ 
ceral read for me, but not one that I would want to 
repeat, the same goes for Thirteen Reasons Why by 
Jay Asher and Lovely Bones by Alice Sebold. 

The Ghost Map by Steven Johnson hit all my non-fic¬ 
tion likes - history, mystery and science all in one tale 
- as did The Devil in the White City (architecture not 
science) by Erik Larson and The Surgeon of 
Crowthorne (linguistics not science) by Simon Win¬ 
chester. History of the World in Six Glasses and Freako- 
nomics take traditional areas of study and look at 
them from a different angle so I like that, and Mary 
Roach looks at taboo subjects and introduces us to 
them in a way that makes us laugh, which enables 
us to get past the taboo to the really interesting top¬ 
ics. 

I like books that are evocative, that will make me 
laugh or cry, that provoke empathy. Writer's who 
can do that are my favourites.

on suspicion of murder and on 
Tuesday were still assisting officers 
with their enquiries. 

Initially police made two arrests - 
the other two were arrested later, at 
least one of them at an Esplanade 
flat. 

People living in the area said they 
neither saw, nor heard anything un¬ 
usual, until the ambulance and police 
arrived. 

“The first I knew of it was when the 
area was swarming with coppers.. .it 
was a bit of a surprise to say the least. 
It’s not a posh area, but there’s never 
any real problem here,” said a man in 
his 30s who lives at the end of the 
street. 

Detective Inspector Neil Devoto, of 
the Major Crime Investigation Team, 


said: “Following the discovery of a 
man’s body and a number of injured 
people, Dorset Police has launched a 
murder investigation. 

“Enquiries are now underway to es¬ 
tablish exactly what happened earlier 
this morning (Sunday). 

“I am appealing for anyone who 
may have witnessed anything suspi¬ 
cious in the Bath Street area this 
morning to contact us as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

“All calls will be treated in the 
strictest of confidence.”

Plans to trial 
island bus link 


PORTLAND residents can give their 
views on the idea of a new trans¬ 
port service linking up with the 
main Portland-Weymouth bus 
route. 

A short survey (available at 
www.dorsetforyou.com/portland- 
t ran sport-survey or on a survey 
card) asks Portlanders about how 
and why they already use their 
local bus service, and the reasons 
why not if they don't use it. The 
closing date for the survey is De¬ 
cember 11th. 

If the survey results show enough 
demand for a transport link, Dorset 
County Council may introduce a 
service for a trial period. This link 
would mean many Portland resi¬ 
dents living further from the main 
bus route could still access the reg¬ 
ular bus service into Weymouth. If 
the trial proves successful, the serv¬ 
ice could be introduced on a more 


permanent basis.

Annie's autograph books 
tell story of First World War 


AN exhibition which opened in 
Dorchester Library this week 
uses material from three auto¬ 
graph books to tell the story of 
the effect of the First World War 
on the county town. 

The exhibition, which opened 
on Tuesday 10th, has been put 
together by local historian Brian 
Bates. 

It consists of a collection of 
verse, sketches, paintings and 
cartoons contained in three au¬ 
tograph books from the period. 
They belonged to Annie Eliza¬ 
beth Keats who worked as a 
nurse in Dorchester's principal 
military hospital, at Colliton 
House. Mr Bates found a refer¬ 
ence to them on the internet 



and tracked them down to their 
present owner. 

Annie was born in the village 
of Moreton, on July 12th, 1892, 
the daughter of James Keats, a 
farm labourer on the local es¬ 
tate. Her mother, Rosina, came 
from Dewlish. 

It is not known if Annie was 
employed as a nurse before the 
war or whether she joined as a 
Voluntary Aid Detachment 
nurse. But Mr Bates says that in 
any event she is recorded work¬ 
ing at Colliton in 1914.This was 
no mean feat for the daughter 
of an agricultural labourer, as 
nurses tended to be recruited 
from middle class families. 

Annie was employed at the hos¬ 
pital until it closed in 1919. 

The first entry in the auto¬ 
graph books appears on De¬ 
cember 29th, 1915 and the last 
is dated April 30th, 1919, shortly 
before the hospital closed. Most 
are signed, with the addition of 
the individual's reg¬ 
iment. 

The short poems 
and sentiments 
coverall kinds of 
subjects. Many are 
humorous, some 
romantic, and there 
are those that con¬ 
cern the war. What 
is evident is the 
very high regard 



the patients had for the nurses 
and, in particular, Annie, who re¬ 
ceives several declarations of 
love. 

Annie never married and re¬ 
mained in the village of her 
birth until her death on 12 June, 
1971. She was buried in St 
Nicholas'Church. 

The exhibition remains open 
until the last week in November 
at Dorchester Library.

Award will help restore town pond 


WESSEX Water has presented Dorchester Town 
Council with an award for its work in restoring John’s 
Pond, an old irrigation well, on the riverside walk 
near Hangman’s Cottage. 

Mayor of Dorchester, Cllr Robin Potter, with Her¬ 
itage Committee Chair Cllr Andy Canning and 
Deputy Town Clerk Steve Newman will take Wessex 
Water ecologist Jamie Bowkett to the pond today 
(Wednesday 11th) to show him the on-going restora¬ 
tion work. 

Local legend tells that John’s Pond in Dorchester 
was named after a prisoner who escaped from the 
town jail but then met his fate when he fell into the 
pond and drowned. Whether this is true or not, the 
pond’s tranquil surrounding is a popular green oasis 
for the town and has recently had its two inlet sluices 
repaired to stop water escaping. The pond once 
helped regulate the water in the Mill Stream and 
would have powered Friary Mill. 

“The pond still requires a lot of essential work,” Mr 
Newman said. “We need to remove nearly a metre of 
silt covering the cobbled bottom and the walls and sill 
of the outer sluice need urgent repair work to allow 
the sluice gate to close properly. This grid community 


award will help the town council complete its restora¬ 
tion work bringing the pond back to its former glory 
for the benefit of the local community.” 

The grid community awards from Wessex Water 
provide funds for projects that will help the environ¬ 
ment and wildlife. 

The grid community awards and the Wessex Water¬ 
mark Awards are organised by The Conservation 
Foundation, and all projects are judged by a panel 
chaired by its president, David Bellamy.

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Nothe trees damaged by vandals 


MORE than 40 trees at Weymouth’s Nothe Gardens 
have been damaged by vandals. 

Most of the trees were donated in memory of loved 
ones. 

“The council’s parks’ service will assess the extent 
of the damage over the coming months and, where 
possible, fell the trees to ground level to encourage 
species to regenerate. However, this course of action 
will have a significant impact on the landscape and be 
upsetting to those who have donated a tree,” said a 
council spokesman. 

The damage does not appear to be a random act of 
vandalism and has been carried out over a period of 
weeks. The matter has been reported to the police and 
they will be stepping up their visits to the gardens as 
a result. 


Councillor Andy Blackwood said: “The attacks on 
the trees at Nothe Gardens are shocking. 

“What is particularly distressing is that a majority 
were donated, in some cases over 20-years-ago, to 
mark the death of a loved one. The inscribed plaques 
in front of these trees clearly tell the story of some¬ 
one’s loss and to attack these trees in full knowledge 
of the impact that this will have on loved ones is truly 
callous.” 

The council would like to appeal to anyone who has 
witnessed anyone sawing or uprooting trees to report 
it to the police and the council’s parks’ service. 

The council is in the process of writing to donators 
to explain what has happened and is urging anyone 
who may have donated a tree to contact them on

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Christmas +, 
Pudding 

Preparation time 

Overnight 

Cooking time 

2 hours 

Ingredients 

350g/12oz mixed dried fruit (raisins, currants, sul¬ 
tanas) 

100g/3!/2Oz pitted ready-to-eat prunes, chopped or 
left whole 

100g/3!/2Oz dark muscovado sugar • 4 tbsp dark rum 
100ml/3V2fl oz stout • 100g/3y2oz chopped walnuts 
100g/3V2Oz blanched almonds • 100g/3y2oz ground 
almonds 

100g/3y>oz fresh white breadcrumbs • 50g/1 %oz 
plain flour 

100g/3y>oz frozen butter, grated, plus a little extra 
for greasing 

y 2 tsp freshly grated nutmeg • 1 tsp ground cinna¬ 
mon 

2 tsp mixed spice • 100g/3y>oz chopped glace cher¬ 
ries (or left whole if you prefer) • 3 large free-range 
eggs, beaten 

Preparation method 

1. Combine the mixed fruit, prunes, muscovado 
sugar, rum and stout in a mixing bowl. Stir well to 
mix, cover and leave for 24 hours to soak. 

2. After 24 hours, mix the walnuts, almonds, ground 
almonds, breadcrumbs, flour, butter, spices, cher¬ 
ries and eggs along with the soaked fruit mixture 
in a large mixing bowl, making sure you include all 
the soaking liquor from the soaked fruit. Mix well 
until completely combined (let all the members of 
the family have a stir and make a wish). 

3. Cover with cling film and leave to stand in a cool 
place for 24 hours. 

4. After 24 hours, grease a 1.2 litre/2 pint pudding 
basin with butter. Cut a circle of baking paper and 
place into the bottom of the pudding basin and 
then grease it with a little more butter. Pack the 
pudding mixture into the pudding basin, pressing 
as you add it. Fold a pleat into the middle of a large 
piece of baking paper and place over the pudding. 
Cover with a large piece of pleated foil, ensuring the 
pleats are on top of one another. Secure tightly with 
kitchen string tied under the lip of the pudding 
basin. 

5. Place an upturned saucer into a large saucepan 
one-quarter full of water. Fold a long piece of foil 
into quarters lengthways to create a long strip and 
place the pudding basin in the middle of the strip. 
Bring the sides of the strip up the sides of the pud¬ 
ding basin and lower into the saucepan. Ensure the 
water in the saucepan comes one-third of the way 
up the side of the pudding basin, but nowhere near 
the top of the basin. Leave the ends of the foil strip 
hanging over the side to make it easy to remove the 
pudding later. 

6. Bring the water to the boil and then reduce the 
heat to a gentle simmer. Simmer gently for 5-6 
hours, topping up the water level as necessary 
throughout cooking (do not allow the pan to dry 
out). 

7. Once the pudding is cooked, remove from the 
pan and set aside to cool. The pudding can be 
stored for up to two years in a cool, dry place. To 
serve, reheat the pudding by steaming again (in the 
same way) for two hours, or until hot all the way 
through. Alternatively, remove the foil and reheat 
in the microwave.

A cider-country jewel with a rum touch of maritime, 
Cricket St. Thomas is an elegant mansion built cl 820. 

Designed in the Regency manner by the famed neo- 
classicist Sir John Soane, the house is noted for its glo¬ 
rious Grade ll-listed gardens of mature cedars, maples 
and yews, on whose layout the 2nd Baron Bridport 
spent over £250,000; damming a stream, creating a 
chain of lakes and planting ornamental trees and 
shrubs. But for a country estate so rural in its setting, 
the story of Cricket St Thomas is decidedly maritime in 
flavour. 

In cl 328, the manor was bought by Sir Walter de 
Rodney, ancestor of Admiral, Lord Rodney. Then, in 
1775, the estate was acquired by Alexander Hood, who 
was to assume second-in-command of the Channel 
fleet during the Napoleonic Wars. And to cap it all, the 
vice-admiral's heir Samuel Hood, the 2nd Baron Brid¬ 
port, married Horatio Nelson's niece Charlotte, whose 
uncle and Lady Hamilton were frequent guests at the 
house. 

Today you can readily appreciate and enjoy the lov¬ 
ing care that Lord Hood and his family lavished on this 
stunning estate. Within the grounds is the 12th Cen¬ 
tury parish church of St Thomas, which features the 
brocade cloth which adorned the Coronation altar in 
1953. 

All told, with a heritage as noble and as varied as this, 
it's small wonder that the BBC chose the estate of 
Cricket St Thomas as location for the popular sitcom 
To The Manor Born'adding a fitting extra dimension 
to a history that's already an embarrassment of riches.

200g Unrefined golden caster sugar 
200g Butter (unsalted) softened • 3 eggs 
200g Self-raising flour • Itsp Vanilla extract 
For the Father Christmas Topper 
250g each of Sugar paste icing in red, chocolate, white & black 
• 60ml Water • Apricot Jam 

Preparation method 

1. Preheat the oven to 180°C (160°C fan, gas mark 4) and line a 
12 hole cupcake tin with cases. 

2. Cream together the butter and sugar until pale and fluffy, then 
add the eggs one by one mixing in well in betweenm then add 
the vanilla extract. Fold in the flour then spoon into the cases. 

3. Place in the oven for 20-25 minutes or until golden and a 
skewer come out clean. 

4. To make the father Christmas cake topper, use the red sugar 
paste icing and roll out a ball about 5cm in diameter then flatten 
the base. Next roll out a sausage about 10cm long znd 1.5cm di¬ 
ameter for his arms and finally make a cone shape for his hat 
and squash the pointed end over to one side. 

5. Take some of the white icing and a little of the red and roll 
them together until the red blends in to give you a pink colour 
for his head. 

6 . Next take some black icing and roll 2 small balls for eyes, 2 
larger balls for his gloved hands and then roll out a little for a 
belt. 

7. To assemble, use a little water to glue the black belt onto the 
red body. Next finish the arms by attaching the black hands to 
the ends of the red ‘sausage’ shape. Then roll out some of the 
white icing until is around the end of the arms for his cuffs, using 
some water to glue.

Serves 4-6 
Ingredients 

1140ml/2 pints whole milk • 6 free-range eggs 
50g/2oz caster sugar • 1 vanilla pod, split 
20 fresh cherries, stones removed and halved 
200ml/7fl oz brandy • cocoa powder, for dusting 



Preparation method 

1. Place the milk, eggs, sugar and vanilla pod in a medium pan and 
heat gently, without boiling, until the mixture thickens enough to coat 
the back of a spoon. 

2. The egg nog can be chilled at this stage or served hot. 

3. To serve, scatter the cherries in the bottom of each serving glass. 
Divide the brandy between the glasses and pour the egg nog over. 
Dust with cocoa powder and serve.

Whilst I love zooming up and down on my 
sewing machine, there's something about 
the shorter winter nights which makes me 
want to curl up in front of the fire with a 
hand sewing project and here's the ideal 
make - Funky little felt ornaments. They're 
perfect for hanging on your tree or adorn¬ 
ing that special present. I've also included 
a freestanding version, offering up even 
more decorating possibilities for your din¬ 
ner table or festive mantel! 


Step 4. If you are making the free standing ver¬ 
sion, colour a craft stick with brown felt-tip pen 
and insert along with your stuffing. 

Step 5. Insert the craft stick into a large wooden 
bead or wooden sewing bobbin. 

Step 6. That's it! 

Now simply give your new handmade orna¬ 
ment pride of place amongst your other deco¬ 
rations! 


Step 1. Trace around the wooden Christmas 
tree shape onto your green and brown felt and 
cut out the required number of pieces. You will 
need two green tree fronts and one brown 
trunk for each ornament. I used a light green felt 
which, combined with bright buttons, gives a 
really modern feel to the project. Should you 
prefer a more traditional theme, simply use a 
darker felt and scarlet buttons. 


Step 2. Place the mini buttons into a pleasing 
arrangement and then stitch securely using 
matching thread. 

Step 3. Using green thread stitch around the 
tree shape, inserting a burlap loop at the top 
and the brown trunk piece at the bottom.

Renault Twingo to receive EDC transmission 


RENAULT'S Efficient Dual Clutch transmission, 
known as EDC, has been introduced on its in¬ 
genious urban runaround Twingo.The multiple 
award-winning city car gains the innovative au¬ 
tomatic gearbox for the popular TCe90 engine 
just over a year after launch, resulting in a num¬ 
ber of benefits for the customer. 

The introduction on Twingo means that Re¬ 
nault's EDC transmission is now available across 
the majority of its range. EDC is an automatic 
dual dry clutch transmission dispensing with 
the need for a clutch pedal. Gearshift control is 
of the 'P-R-N-D' type, plus an 'up/down' shift 
mode. The ideal gear is selected by an elec¬ 
tronic control unit and gearshifts are both au¬ 
tomatic and comfortable. 

Available for £900 more than the equivalent 
manual version, the introduction of the EDC 
transmission offers the driver and passengers 
a smooth journey thanks to an ultrafast shift 
time of 290ms.
